CHAPTER 187.

CERTIFICATES OF AUTHORITY ISSUED BY AUDITOR OF STATE TO INSUR-

ANCE COMPANIES.
8. F. 309,
AN ACT providing for the continuance in force of certificates issued by the auditor of

state to insurance companies organizad under the laws of Iowa and extending the time
for payment of taxes by said companiea.

Be it enacted by the QGeneral Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SecTiON 1. Date of extension. That all certificates issued by the
auditor of state to insurance companies incorporated under the laws of the
state of Iowa authorizing such companies to transact business until March
1, 1900, and in force February 28, 1900, are hereby continued in force until
April 1, 1900, and the time of payment of taxes by said companies
under section thirteen hundred and thirty-three (13882 of the code is
hereby extended to April 1, 1900, and said companies are hereby authorized
to transact business under said certificates until said date unless such cer-
tificates are sooner revoked in accordance with law.

S8Ec. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance,
shall be in force and effect from and after its publication in the Iowa State
